Holds Secret Conference 
With Gov. Johnson and 


Members of Legislature 


MAY ENACT ALIEN LAW 


California May Enact Such a 
Law But Action Would Be A- 
gainst Administration Wishes 


SUGGEST FOUR ALTERNATIVES 


SACRAMENTO, 
CALIF., 
APRIL 
28.—California in the fullness 
her rights a s a state may enact 
a 
rigid land law barring orientals from 
ownership, but «ueh action would be 
against the earnest wish of the na­ 
tional administration. 
This is 
the 
substance of 
the message William 
Jennings Bryan, secretary of state 
and personal representative of Pres­ 
ident Wilson, delivered today to 
a 
secret conference attended only by 
Governor Johnson, Lieut. Gov. Wal­ 
lace and the 12b members of 
the 
California Ifvdslature. 
Doors Closed and Looked. 
Secretary Bryan arrived in Sacra­ 
mento early this morning. 
Shortly 
after l l o ’clock the first session of 
the conference began. 
Until 
the 
doors of the assembly chamber were 
closed and locked, Secretary Bryan 
refused to give any inkling of 
his 
message to anyone and even at the 
conference he s;>oke only after leg­ 
islators iliad explained fully the pule 
lie demand for alien land legislation 
that brought about th© present situa- j cady, 
lion. 
Those 
who 
expected 
Secretary 
Bryan to expound a new theory of j 
states rights were disappointed 
as 
were those who expected predictions 
of war. 
Advice in the name of President 
Wilson was all Mr. Bryan bad 
to 
offer and the paramount 
question 
here tonight is whether such advice 
*+■ will over com e-che 
previously 
an­ 
nounced determination of the Pro­ 
gressive Republican majority to e n ­ 
act an anti-alien land holding 
law 
along lines already agreed upon. 
Suggests Alternatives. 
Secretary Bryan re-affirmed 
the 
states right to act in a manner 
it 
saw fit but suggested several alter­ 
natives to the passage of a bill re­ 
stricting aliens, ineligible to citizen­ 
ship, basing his 
reasons 
on 
the 
broad foundation 
of public policy. 
Briefly, these alternatives in the or­ 
der which they were suggested are 
as follows: 
1. 
Delay im mediate action 
and 
allow the state department to try to 
accomplish 
the 
ends 
desired 
by 
means of a new treaty wdth Japan. 
2. 
Delay immediate action 
and 
appoint a commission to investigate 
the subject of alien land ownership 
and act in conjunction with the pres­ 
ident in securing (relief. 
3. 
Enact a law' similar 
to 
the 
state 
of 
Illinois, 
whidh 
permits 
aliens to hold land for a period not 
exceeding six years and applies alike 
to all aliens- 
I. 
Enact a law similar to 
the 
federal statute governing land own 
ership in the District of Columbia, 
which 1b a general law applying to 
all aliens. 
Iaist T h o Out of Question. 
Of these alternatives, if may safe­ 
ly be said, according to leaders 
iii 
the legislature, that the last 
two 
are out of question. 
Many Demo­ 
crats favor turning the matter over 
to the state department, while tho 
'Progressive 
Republican 
majority, 
apparently remains undecided in Its 
support of a 1)111 that would apply 
its restrictions to orientals alone. 
The conference 
with 
Secretary 
Bryan served to show the breadth of 
the sentiment in favor of an alien 
land law that shall be effective 
In 
checking the Japanese and Chinese 
immigration. 
A dozen or more sen­ 
ators and assemblymen declared the 
people of the state were almost 
a 
unit in demanding such a law, and 
it, was threatened that unless 
the 
legislature acts at this time the mat­ 
ter would be taken up through the 
initiative and referendum and pass­ 
ed by the people themselves. 
Is Toh! Exact Situation. 
The conference opened with Lieut. 
Gov', Wallace in the chair and Sec­ 
retary Bryan seated with Governor 
Johnson and Speaker C. C. Younger 
of the assembly on the 
platform. 
Secretary Bryan, after being intro­ 
duced to the conference, made 
a 
brief statement and a s k e d t h e co n ­ 
ference to tell him Ute exact Bit na­ 
tion. 
“ I was sent to Sacramento at the 
request of President Wilson,” 
said 
Mr. Bryan, ''to consult with the gov­ 
ernor and the members of tho leg­ 
islature on th e pending allen 
land 
legislation. 
I ain more interested in 
the methods to be employed than In 
the end to Ive attained, and I would 
be pleased to hear suggestions from 
any of you before speaking further,”

Hail Favored Secret Session, 
i 
After several members had spok­ 
en, many of them quoting statistics 
to show the increase in land holdings 
during recent years, Secretary Bryan 
arose. 
His first statement was con­ 
cerning the secret conference which 
lie said he had favored, with 
the 
support of Governor Johnson 
and 
the presiding officers of both houses. 
Secretary Bryan said he could speak 
with more frankness lo the members 
than he could to a ‘‘promiscuous au­ 
dience.” 
* 
‘‘As the representative of the pres­ 
ident,” he began, “ I feel keenly the 
responsibility that is placed upon me. 
I would have! preferred to have him 
come himself, as the head of the 
nation, but that seemed impossible 
and he delegated me to speak 
for 
him. 
I do not pretend to do other 
than express his views. 
I am simply 
his spokesman and I w ill say to you 
only that which he would have me 
say. 
Does Not Discuss Treaty. 
‘‘As to the constitutionality of our 
of treaty with Japan, you will pardon 
me if I decline to act as the supreme 
court. 
Further as to the question of 
immigration, I think ive can consider 
tnat question as independent of the 
land wit Ii which we are hero con­ 
cerned.” 
Questions concerning tho 
treaty 
and the immigration of Japanese to 
the United States had been 
asked 
during the debate. 
Continuing Mr. Bryan said: 
“I have listened to what you have 
said and I assume everything to be 
true; that you have not overdrawn 
nor exaggerated the feeling of 
the 
people of California in the matter. 
I can assume that the people demand 
that something be done. 
‘‘In that case, the first question is 
whether the legislation is demanded 
at this time, 
lf you can be delayed, 
then the first suggestion that 
the 
president would 
have me make is 
that you permit an effort to be made 
to deal with the question diplomati- 
with a view to reaching 
the 
same results without legislation. 
Suggests Commission. 
“ lf the demand is so immediate 
I that this Cannot l>e done, can action 
Le deferred for two years and 
iii 
the meantime have a commission ap­ 
pointed to investigate conditions and 
act with th»» executive? 
Mould it 
not lie worth while to try this plan 
before you adopt the plan that might 
result in im f r iewdHneee from a for­ 
eign nation? 
•‘I am not goin# to indulge in any 
speculations as to what may happen 
if you do anything now, but I ani 
here to advise against tho use of 
any language that would offend any 
people that have dealings with us.” 
In case immediate action was de­ 
manded, Secretary Bryan said, 
he 
would be in favor of a law framed 
along the lines of the illinois law or 
the federal statute in the District of 
Columbia, both of which are general 
in character. 
••Either of these measures is pref­ 
erable to language that includes the 
words ‘ineligible 
to 
citizenship.’ ” 
added Mr. Bryan. 
‘‘President W ilson believes that if 
von use these words, you might 
as 
well make a law declaring specifical­ 
ly against Japanese 
and 
Chinese 
ownership. 
Simply 
Expresses 
Wilson's 
X it*ws. 
‘ This expresses the views of the 
president. 
He desires me 
to 
say 
that if such a law is passed, he will 
recognize his duty as president to 
do all iii ‘his power to minimize the 
ill feeling that might be aroused. 
At 
the same time, he believes it his duty 
as president to urge earnest consider­ 
ation of his advice which is given 
here with no desire to interfere with 
what you may regard as necessary. 
And further, he urges that if you 
proceed at once, you consider the ad­ 
visability of using language that, can­ 
not be justly criticised aa offending 
those nations wit'll w”hom we 
are 
friendly." 
Secretary Closely Questioned. 
Tho afternoon session of the con­ 
ference beginning at 4 and lasting 
until 7 o ’clock brought a climax to 
tho day's proceedings. 
Question aft­ 
er question was hurled ut Secretary 
Bryan, who admitted bis inability to 
a newer many of them. 
Towards the closo of the meeting 
he arose and s a id : 
‘T have said all that I came 
to 
say. 
I have answered all of 
the 
questions that have been asked and 
my mission here is ended whenever 
you may feel that you have conferred 
as much as you like wit Ii the repre­ 
sentative of the .president.

“I came with no program, simply 
to confer. 
I have 
presented 
tho 
president's views as 
I 
understand 
them. 
I have communicated to him 
this afternoon several 
propositions 
after listening to what you have had 
to say. 
Tonight I shall submit 
to 
hint the further questions you have 
asked me calling attention to 
tho 
statutes of Wash i nig ton and Arizona, 
and I shall be prepared tomorrow 
I ii opt* lo give you definite answers.” 
Much of the debate during 
the 
afternoon hinged upon whether Cali­ 
fornia should lie questioned in pass­ 
ing a law* sim ilar to those previous­ 
ly enacted 
by the legislatures 
oi 
Washington and Arizona, in which 
states aliens “ ineligible to citizen­ 
ship are barred.” 
Senator Boynton called attention 
to the wording of the Arizona law. 
asking Secretary Bryan what would 
be the effect upon the national gov­ 
ernment if California placed ti simi­ 
lar rent rid ion upon lier land.

Walker

delivered tile principal address 
of 
tho .state conference of Progressives, 
which opened here today, arid will 
close tomorrow’ night with a meet­ 
ing at the state arsenal 
at 
which 
former United States Senator Albert 
J. Beveridge of Indiana, and former 
Governor W. It. Stubbs of Kansas, 
will speak. 
Mr. Walker. Republican candidate 
for governor of Massachusetts at the 
last election, and former speaker of 
the Massachusetts state legislature 
attacked the “ invisible government” 
as being largely responsible for po­ 
litical conditions which have caused 
the people to lose confidence in their 
representative*, and to a degree, in 
representative government itself. 
Meets Great Biddie Demand. 
Declaring 
that 
the 
Progressive 
movement meets .squarely 
a 
great 
public demand, the speaker said: 
“The strength and significance of 
the great Progressive movement lies 
in the fact that it recognizes po­ 
litical conditions as they actually ex­ 
ist. 
It offers as a remedy the direct 
rule of the people. 
T h e first, concern 
of the Progressive movement is to 
revise our political machinery and 
by making our government more re­ 
sponsive to the will! of the people, 
weaken the grip of private and spe­ 
cial interests.” 
Mr. Walker concluded by outlin­ 
ing the principles 
for 
which the 
party stands, including enfranchise­ 
ment of women, better social and 
Industrial conditions, the recall of 
judicial decisions, and the initiative 
and referendum.

W riter in Chicago T rib un e Suggests 
Tluit Dunne M easure W ould Work 
to Disadvantage o f C ities Under 
25,000. 


Appearing in tilt* Chicago Tribune 
recently was a dispatch from Spring­ 
field telling of the Dunne utility bill 
and of a rival measure, both having 
been introduced before the legisla­ 
ture of Illinois. 
The writer pointed 
o u t that to have a utility commission 
tak e charge only of properties 
of 
sm aller cities would mean that Hie 
sm aller cities' interest w'ould lie sac­ 
rificed to the larger cities.

T h e bill drafted By the legislature 
committee differs
